The  v.hole  document  therefore  bives  a  fairly  comprehensive  pictu'^e  o.f  the 
local  authority  hetlih  ser'/ices  within  the  area.  It  is  pleasinb  to  report 
rh.ii-  r.latioas  with  the  other  parts  of  the  health  service  -  the  hospitals, 
specialists,  and  gereral  practitioners  -  have  been  close  and  mutually 
advantafeeous. 

The  raedjcal,  nursing,  and  clerical  staff  of  the  divisional  office  have 
had  to  cope  wi’"h  poliomyelitis  vaccination  in  addition  to  their  other  da  ’.es. 
The  progress  so  far  made  wi''h  this  is,  I  think,  a  tribute  to  their  capaci  y 
for  detailen  organisation  and  increasing  work.

It  is  therefore  doubly  importaiit  that  they  should  be  in  a 
sound  state. 


(g)  CARE  OF  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS  Ai®  THEIR  CHILDREN 

The  unmarried  girl  who  is  having  a  baby  is  often 
desperately  in  need  of  expert  help  and  advice.  She  needs 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  confinement,  and  for  her  own 
rehabilitation  and  the  care  of  her  child  afterwards. 

Valuable  work  in  this  field  is  done  by  the  social  worker 
of  the  Ripon  Diocesan  Moral  Welfare  Association  who  works 
in  close  cooperation  with  the  general  practitioners,  the 
health  visitors,  and  the  health  department. 

The  County  Council  makes  grants  in  approved  cases  towards 
the  cost  of  institutional  care  before  the  confinement. 

Eight  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  department  during  the 
year.

MIDWIFERY 


The  fashion  of  having  confinements  in  institutions  continues 
with  gradually  increasing  popularity.  It  is  debatable  whether 
this  trend  is  in  the  best  Interests  of  mother  and  child  in 
normal  cases  with  suitable  home  conditions.  Certainly  It  becomes 
increasingly  difficult  for  midwives  in  domiciliary  practice  in  a 
rural  area  such  as  this  to  get  sufficient  cases  to  afford  them 
constant  practice  of  their  art. 

It  is  also  noteworthy  that  more  than  half  of  the  women 
delivered  in  hospital  or  maternity  home  were  dischai-ged  to  the 
care  of  our  domiciliary  midwives  before  the  tenth  day. 

Are  we  as  a  community  making  the  most  efficient  use  of  the  mid“ 
wifery  resources  available  to  us?  It  seems  very  doubtful. 

Six  district  nurse  midwives  worked  in  the  division  during  the 
year,  and  the  recruitment  of  staff  to  take  the  place  of  these 
retiring  is  causing  some  concern  at  the  time  of  writing. 

The  provision  of  housing  accommodation  would  help.

All  sewage  disposal  works  situated  within  your  area 
are  serrlced  by  direct  labour  by  the  Councilo.  The  two 
labour  gangs  are  mobile,  each  using  a  Ford  Utility 
Vehicle  for  transport  of  men  and  materialSo 

When  property  is  not  served  by  the  public  sewers, 
septic  tanks  and  cesspools  are  Installed  by  the  owners 
to  a  specification  laid  down  by  your  Public  Health 
Department,  and  as  and  when  servicing  of  these  private 
schemes  becomes  necessary,  the  Council’s  Cesspool 
Emptying  Service  is  available.  No  charge  is  made  for 
servicing  domestic  premises. 

Regular  inspections  of  all  sewage  disposal  works  are 
carried  out  and  visits,  together  with  the  Rivers  Board 
Inspector,  serve  to  rectify  any  complaints  as  they  are 
notified. 

The  new  sewage  disposal  works  for  the  village  of 
Skelton  were  commenced  early  in  the  year  and  are  now 
almost  complete.  The  Council  had  an  opportunity  to 
inspect  the  works  during  their  annual  tour  of  inspection 
and  expressed  satisfaction  as  to  their  progress  and 
construction. 

Approval  for  the  construction  of  new  sewers  for 
Bishop  Thornton  and  Llttlethorpe,  and  new  sewage  dis¬ 
posal  works  for  North  Stainley  has  been  given  by  the 
Minister,  and  it  is  hoped  that  work  will  commence  on 
these  schemes  in  the  New  Year,

It  is  served  by  a  very 
feOoJ  sewer  laid  during  the  191ii-lB  war  and 
taken  over  from  the  War  Department,  The 
disposal  is  by  two  smail  sedimentation  tanks

It  is  not  a  very  efficient  disposal  works. 

The  tanks  were  originally  part  of  a  fish  hatchery 
and  were  converted  to  sedimentation  tanks,  and 
the  land  areas  are  of  insufficient  size.

A  great  deal  of  progress  has  been  made  in  bringing  to 
fruition  the  propos'-’d  Regional  Water  Scheme,  During  1957  the 
first  portion  of  Sahema  from  Eagle  Level  to  Low  Lalthe  was 
commencrd,  ther'^by  .lolnlng  up  with  the  Summerbridge  and  Dacre 
supply  laid  in  lS54/5o  The  main  was  extended  from  Summerbridge 
to  Dariey  'where  the  booster  station  now  delivers  water  to  Forest 
Moor, 

Plans  have  been  prepared  for  the  extension  of  this  scheme  to 
the  remaining  parishes  in  the  southern  part  of  the  area  for 
submission  to  the  Minister, 

There  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year,  and  all 
sources  of  supply  utilised  by  the  Council  have  been  satisfactory 
during  the  year  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  installation  of  new  water  mains,  pumps  and  chlorinators 
has  increased  the  work  of  tlae  Department  considerably,  and  a 
great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  on  the  proposed  future  sdserae, 
in  consultations  with  and  assisting  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and 
your  Engineers,  A.s  a  result  of  this  youh  Council  appointed  a 
full  time  water  attendant*

PAIL  CLOSET  AND  TANK  EMPTYING  SERVICE 
H I STORY  AND  GENERAL  OUTLINE 


Prior  to  1950  there  was  no  public  collection  of  pall 
closets p  or  ai-y  service  offered  by  the  Council  for  the 
cleansing  of  Cesspools  and  Septic  TankSo  In  June  1950 
the  Council  purchased  one  Dennis  800  gallon  Cesspool 
Emptying  Vehicle  (NOo  1  Vehicle)  and  supplemented  this 
with  a  further  vehicle  (No*,  2  Vehicle)  in  the  following 
year  because  of  the  increase  of  work,  and  the  extent  of 
the  area  covered^  The  Council  decided  that  the  collection 
of  pail  closets  should  be  on  a  weekly  basis,  free  of 
charge  and  that  cesspools  and  septic  tanks  receiving  only 
domestic  sewage  within  the  district  should  also  be  serviced 
free.  All  Industrial,  farm  and  dual  purpose  cesspools, 
tanks  or  septic  tanks. (l„e.  those  receiving  domestic  and 
trade  waste)  should  be  emptied  on  a  re-chargeable  basis. 

All  tanks  serviced  outside  the  Area,  at  the  request  of  a 
Local  Authority  or  private  individual,  should  also  be  re= 
chargeable, 

DESCRIPTION  OF  VEHICLES 

Each  vehicle  has  a  tank  capable  of  taklna  up  at  any  one 
time  too  gallons  sewage  or  sludge  at  the  rate  of  85  gallons 
per  minutes  they  are  also  equipped  with  a  sink  box  at  the 
rear  from  which  pall  closet  refuse  can  be  evacuated  into 
the  main  tank.  The  means  of  pumping  Is  provided  by  a  high 
velocity  compressor  driven  from  the  en.gine  of  the  vehicle, 
which  exhausts  the  air  from  the  main  tank  causing  a  vacuum, 
so  that  when  the  main  valve  Is  released  the  contents  of 
spetic  tarJis,  etc,,  are  sucked  into  the  main  tank.  The 
compressor  can  be  reversed  to  pressurise  the  main  tank  up  to 
to  lbs  per  square  inch,  a  very  useful  means  of  "blowing® 
blocked  sewers  and  drains,  particularly  at  your  sewage  dls“ 
posal  works,  where  heavy  solids  ard  sand  tend  to  collect  and 
cause  blockages  through  which  drain  rods  pass  without 
disturbing  the  blockage.  Each  vehicle  has  a  normal  crew  of 
two,  a  drive.r/ioader  and  a  loader,  *^uring  holidays  and  periods 
of  sickness  this  crew  is  Implemented  by  a  further  loader.

Tne  total  number  of  pails  collected  each  week  by  the  conj“ 
bined  efforts  of  the  two  cleansing  vehicles  is  702,  The 
register  of  properties  serviced  is  kept  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  is  amended  from  time  to  time  by  the  additions 
and  deletions  as  notified  by  the  workmen  or  by  letter  from 
new  applicants. 
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SEPTIC  TANKS  AND  INDUSTRIJ^L  CLEANSING  SERVICE 


As  otated,  these  duties  are  carried  out  by  Vehicle  Noo  2 
on  the  three  days  of  the  week  when  not  employed  or  palls. 

Since  the  Inception  of  the  scheme  In  1950j  a  con^)lete 
register  of  all  tanks  making  use  of  this  scheme  has  been 
compiled.  This  is  kept  on  a  card  index  system  and  each  card 
is  self  explanatory  as  to  the  locatiou,  type  of  tankj  whether 
or  not  chargeable  and  the  dates  of  service. 

Except  in  the  case  of  certain  cesspools  and  a  few 
unsatisfactory  septic  tanks,  which  are  emptied  on  a  regular 
rota  basis,  no  septic  or  industrial  tanks  are  emptied  by  the 
driver  without  written  instruction  from  the  Public  Health 
Department. 

All  requests  for  the  emptying  of  tanks  are  made  direct  to 
the  Department.  The  records  are  checked  and  a  written 
Instruction  of  work  required  to  be  done  is  given  to^the 
driver,  Wlien  the  work  is  completed,  the  driver  fills  in 
details  of  the  number  of  loads  taken,  hours  worked  and  disposal 
of  waste;  the  completed  form  is  then  returned  to  the 
Department.  If  the  work  is  rechargeable  to  the  applicant „ 
the  driver  obtains  the  signature  of  the  person  concerned  so 
that  when  accounts  are  forwarded  for  payment  the  Finance 
Department  has  proof  of  bhe  order  and  the  willingness  of  the 
applicant  to  pay. 

Allowing  for  duplication  of  collecting  of  pall  closets, 
holidays,  sickness  and  weather  conditions,  the  collection 
of  tanks  takes  up  120  days  of  the  260  working  days  in  the 
year,  which  means  an  average  of  k  tanks  cleansed  p»-r  day. 

This,  however,  is  a  theoretical  figure  as  some  of  the  larger 
tanks,  particularly  those  belonging  to  the  Council  are  generally 
a  full  days  work,  after  allowing  for  disposal  of  the  waste 
removed. 
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Tre  dlcpcsaJ.  ot  collected  sewage  has  to  be  carefully 
watched  throughout  the  year.  The  means  for  such  disposal 
Is  as  follows: 


(a)  Discharge  to  manholes  on  certain  sewerag:-- 
schemes , 

(b)  To  ati'Icvilcural  land, 

(c)  To  certain  of  our  lare,er  ref’jse  tips. 


All  pail  closet  refuse  is  discharged  to  the  Glasshouses 
sewage  disposal  works,  as  the  vehicle  can  work  through  a 
full  dav  without  completely  filling  the  tank.  This  is  the 
most  effective  method  of  dealing  with  this  type  of  solid 
matter,  and  Glasshouses  works  are  large  ei.ouga  ir  treat  it 
without  beiHo  overloaded.  Bishop  Monkton  and  Dacre  sewage 
works  are  also  used  on  occasions,  but  not  with  regularity. 

Many  fanners  and  landowners  have  allowed  the  council  to 
discha'-’^r  th^  contents  of  septic  tanks  to  their  land.  It 
ha?  no  doubt  yroYed  a  valuable  fertiliser  for  grassland  from,  the 
fa:.T'er’,3  point  of  view,  and  on  our  part  it  has  savtd  lor^g 
joumieys  with  loaded  vehicles.  There  is,  ho  vever,  a  limited 
season  foi  f^eatlng  grassland  in  this  way,  and  the  summer 
months  are  generally  avoided. 

The  refuse'  tip?  at  Queen's  Quarry,  Blazefield,  Darley  and 
Hucten  Bank  are  capable  of  dealing  with  a  co.-siderable 
quantity  of  rewagiS  and  the  porous  nature  of  the  filling  allows 
fer  eas'-'  dressing  very  quickly.

SeTenty-two  premises  in  the  area  are  registered  under  the 
Shops  Act,  These  are  made  up  ot  Tillage  stores  and  post  offices 
in  the  m  re  thinly  populated  portions  of  the  area^  with  a  more 
specialised  type  of  shop  in  the  town  of  Pateley  Eridgeo 

Following  the  amendment  to  the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  affecting 
shops,  food  Tans  and  premises  where  food  is  prepared^  a  schedule 
of  the  new  condltloriS  of  cleanliness ,  provision  of  water  supply, 
and  covering  of  uncooked  foods,  etc,,  was  circulated  to  all 
persons  concerned.  There  has  been  cofislderable  improTement  in 
conditions  as  a  result  of  this  and  it  is  evident  that  the  general 
public  and  shopkeepers  are  becoming  more  conscious  of  the 
production  of  clean  and  wholesome  foodstuffs. 


SrCKE  ABATEMENT 


There  have  been  two  cases  of  nuisance  arising  from  smoke 
emission  and  warnings  were  issued  to  the  persons  concerned. 
Generally  speaking,  hcwevcr,  there  is  nc  cause  for  '•■cmplaint 
from  smoke  emissions,  as  all  factories,  etc,,  are  very  conscious 
that  inefficient  stoking  pollutes  the  atmosphere.

GENERAL  OUTLINE 


The  collection  is  carried  out  by  your  two  Dennis  10  cubic 
yard  refuse  vehicles,  each  operated  by  a  driver/loader  and 
a  loader.  The  vehicles  operate  in  their  own  specific  areas, 
details  of  which  follow,  ranging  as  near  as  possible  to  the 
various  tips  which  receive  all  collected  refuse. 

Premises  are  normally  served  once  per  fortnight,  but  in  some 
of  the  more  scattered  parts,  once  monthly  serves  to  collect 
refuse  from  premises  where  ashes  are  used  for  other  purposes. 
Arrangements  are  made  with  individual  householders  in  their 
areas  to  accommodate  their  needs. 

In  addition  to  the  two  large  vehicles  we  also  utilise  the 
Fordson  10  cwt,  vehicle  to  maintain  a  regular  fortnightly 
collection  from  the  villages  of  Stean  and  High  Shaw  Mills, 

This  is  necessary  because  the  large  vehicles  are  not  able, 
because  of  the  road,"  and  bridges,  to  get  to  the  houses  in 
these  areas.

HOUSING 


The  continuation  of  the  Council's  SluB  Clearance  Programme 
has  been  maintained  in  1957,  with  the  representation  of 
further  Clearance  Areas,  ard  Individual  unfit  dwell Inghouses. 
Five  Clearance  Areas  were  represented  in  1957 
Pateley  Bridge  (No.  2),  Dacre  Banks  (No,  1),  Loftho^e  (No.  1), 
Laverton  (No.  1)  and  Smelthouses  (No.  1),  making  a  total  of 
2k  houses.  8  individual  unfit  dwell inghouses  were  represented 
making  a  sum  total  of  32. 

With  the  1956  figures  added,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  total 
of  107  dwell inghouses  have  so  far  been  dealt  with  of  the  150 
envisaged  in  the  5  years  Slum  Clearance  Programme  formulated 

in  1955. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  further  kl  dwell inghouses 
have  been  improved  and  completed  during  the  year 
of  Housing  Acts  improvement  Grants.  The  majority  of  these 
houses  were  of  a  sub-standard  nature  and  would  undoubtedly  have 
come  within  the  housing  survey  in  due  course. 

Finally,  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  works  of  water  supply 
and  sewage  disposal  have  made  considerable  process  d^rl^  t 
year,  and  as  some  of  these  schemes  concern  villages  where 
Clearance  Areas  have  been  represented,  it  should  be  Possible  to 
commence  building  programmes  and  the  final  clearance  of  the 
properties  concerned.
